“Enemy defenses were so neu- | 
tralized in the initial bombard- 
ment,” Admiral Nimitz’s com- 
munique records, “that the heavy | 
bombers encountered only weak 
and ineffectual anti-aircraft fire | 
and no air opposition in their low- | 
altitude bombing attacks.” 


SURPRISE CHARACTER 

The chief fact that needs under- 
lying to avoid a distorted view of 
what happened is the surprise char- 
acter of the undertaking. Com- 
mander John K. Hayward, who led 
the navy Liberators, told most of 
the story when he said to corre- 
spondents: “There was no air op- 
position. Seeing all those planes 
destroyed on the ground, it looked 
to me like the Japs had been com- 
pletely surprised by the previous 
bombing and shelling attacks.” 

Now the element of surprise 
always distorts the relationship be- 
tween weapons. When you catch 
an enemy completely off guard or 
asleep, you can inflict heavy dam- 
age on him with almost any kind of 
weapon. As proof of the efficacy | 
of the weapons or the tactical tech- 
niques used, such an attack is 
largely worthless. 


MERELY REPETITION 

Our assault on Wake Island is | 
merely a repetition of Pearl Har- 
bor, with the Japanese at the re- 
ceiving end. One correspondent, 
apparently quoting naval officers, 
wrote that the Wake action 
“demonstrated explosively to the 
enemy that a new air-sea technique 
has been born from_ increased 
American strength.” 

That sort of thing is dangerous 
nonsense. The action demon- 
strated only that the Japs on the 
morning of October 5, like the 
Americans on the morning of 
December 7, were caught entirely 
off guard. The American “tech- 
nique” was no different than 
Japan's two years earlier. We 
should ask ourselves whether the 
same air-sea techniques would 
have worked if we had applied 
them to an enemy territory well 
prepared and thoroughly on the | 

| 


alert. 

The answer, in the writer's opin- 
ion, is definitely in the negative. 
Had Jap reconnaissance been on | 
the job, and had Wake possessed 
adequate land-based aviation, the 
approaching American naval forces 
would have been intercepted long 
before they came within shelling 
and bombing distance of the island 
—just as in the Battle of Midway 
we intercepted a Japanese naval 
surface and carrier armada. 

The fighters being brought to the 
scene by carriers would in that case 
have been largely absorbed by the 
job of defending the carriers and 
the naval escort, with little if any- 
thing to spare for other purposes, 
As Winston Churchill rightly 
pointed out in connection with the 
Salerno battle, carriers that ven- 
ture outside the protection of 
friendly land-based aerial support, 
in the face of strong opposing 
land-based aviation, must use their 
entire air complement for self- 
defense. 


ENEMY UNPREPARED 


The fact that destroyers and 
cruisers were able to approach 
within sheliing distance of Jap- 
anese guns shows that the enemy 
was entirely unprepared for us, and 
furthermore, that their aerial 
forces were inadequate to handle 
the situation. The Japs had good 
reason to be surprised. Being 
within bombing distance of Mid- 
way, and having received a taste of 
thorough devastation by our land- 
based army bombers seven times 
over, they could hardly suspect 
that a less effective and riskier 
type of attack would be brought 
to bear against them. From that 
angle, our naval commanders de- 
serve credit for brilliantly utilizing 
this combination of circumstances, 
Incidentally, it is only proper to 
suppose that the repeated direct 
air force visits had a lot to do with 
the weakened state of the island's 
defenses. 

The Wake episode will undoubt- 
edly be used by some people as 
“proof” that direct attack on Japan 
by carrier-borne aviation is a valid 
procedure, Unfortunately it proves 
nothing of the sort, and those who 
indulge in such ideas are guilty of 
highly dangerous optimism. 


ADEQUATE SHIELD 

Combined forces similar to those 
that pummelled Wake, if used 
against a well defended objective 
like Japan proper, would be fore- 
doomed to destruction by the 
enemy's heavy land-based bombers 
even before they entered the main 
Japanese waters.

Edmonton's city council is preparing to say it with jobs 
to returning veterans, instead of “kind words and the dole”. 
A $16,000,000 public works program for the post-war period 
has been prepared by the city commissioners and will be sub- 
mitted to members of the city council on Monday night for 
tentative approval before being submitted to the ‘provincial 
government post-war reconstruction committee. 


+ This program, to be financed 
| Saw Today 


by the city out of revenue, aided 
by provincial and dominion gov- 
ernment contributions, can be a 
cushion to shock at the war’s end 
and during the change back to 
peacetime production and a wid- 
ening prosperity, officials stated. 

The program includes construc- 
tion of sewers, street paving, per- 
manent sidewalks, subways and | 
bridges; the conversion of the street 
railway to trolley loops, extension 
of the water purification plant, ex- 
tension of the light and power dis- | 
tribution system, and the telephone 
system; the erection of a new city 
hall, market and farmers’ building, 
a civic auditorium and sports arena, 
a new grandstand at the exhibition | 
grounds, a public health centre, 
museum, comfort stations, a district 
fire hall and library are also plan- 
ned. 


SCHOOL EXTENSIONS 


In addition to the program sug- 
gested to the city council by the; 
city commissioners it is probable | 
that the school board will submit 
a program of school extensions 
which it is understood by. the com- 
missioners are badly needed. 


The commissioners in their re- 
port, state that the provincial post- 
war reconstruction committee has 
asked them to submit a program of 
public works which might be un- 
dertaken if and when required. 

“It should be clearly under- 
stood,” the commissioners state, 
“that this submission in no way 
commits the city to any or all of 
these. works, especially as we 
have not yet been informed of the 
; nature of financial assistance 
which we may expect to receive.” 

“The various items are submit-

The Alberta government has 
notified striking employees of 
King Edward Hotel that the 
present dispute between them 
and the management is outside 
provincial jurisdiction, Premier 
Ernest Manning, minister of 
trade and industry, said Monday. 


At a meeting held earlier in the 
month, a resolution, endorsed by 
300 persons, was forwarded to the} 
premier, asking that he refer the 
dispute to the attorney-general's 
department for investigation and/ 
action. It was claimed that the| 
hotel management had violated 
provincial statutes during the 
dispute | 

Mr. “fanning pointed out the dis- 
pute arose when the hotel refused 
to implement a decision of the Re- 
gional War Labor Board. “The re- 
gional board is a federal body,” he 
said | 

Senior body to the regional board | 
is the National War Labor Board, 
and to this body non-compliance 
complaints of the regional board 
would be referred, the premier con- 
tinued. The national board, if ne- 
cessary, would refer complaints to 
the Dominion department of justice 
for prosecution. 

“In this case, I understand that 
course of action has been follow- 
ed,” said Mr. Manning.
